Stork

They con¬ 
sider storks as the incarnation of de¬ 
parted souls. In that metamorphosed 
capacity they have for mission to 
search the bottom of wells for the souks 
of newborn infants. In the whole of 
northern and central Germany they 
have their baby wells.
